PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

Iris thought that Willie Dickinson, 
of Bessemer, Mich., whoso mysteriously 
disappeared about eight years ago, and 
for whose recovery a standing reward of 
$3,000 is offered, has been found in the 
Boys’ and Girls’ Home in Los Angeles, 
Cal. 

Rev. C. Hupson Situ, pastor of the 
Pilgrim Church of Dorchester, Mass., 
whose disappearance last spring, sub- 
sequent discovery in San Francisco 
and return to his pastorate in the 
fall, formed a fruitful theme of gos- 
sip and wonderment, has again disap- 
peared, without giving any intimation 
of his intended departure or leaving any 
clew by which to trace him. 

On the 10th the celebration of the cen- 
tennial anniversary of the appointment 
of Bishop Carroll, the first Catholic 
Bishop given to America, was cele- 
brated with imposing grandeur. 

THE body of State Treasurer William 
B. Hart of Pennsylvania laid in state 
in the Capitol at Harrisburg on the 12th, 
after which the funeral cortege proceed- 
ed to Harrisburg Cemetery, where the 
interment took place with military hon- 
ors. 

On the 9th Henry W. Chamberlin, of 
New York City, president of the Cham- 
berlin Manufacturing Works and a 
prominent business man and Mason, died 
suddenly. 

Tue Boston police have been asked to 
look up Andrew P. Anderson, aged nine- 
ty-two, who, according to his wife’s story, 
left his home about five wecks ago with 
between $3,000 and $5,000 in his posses- 
sion, with which to pay some bills, and 
has not been seen since. 

Ir is said that the condition of the 
King of Holland has greatly improved. 
Iie is again able to transact business, 
and goes out driving every day. 

Mr. Ropert Bonner has purchased 
the great three-year-old Sunol of Sen- 
ator Stanford, of California, at a price 
which the latter.declares is the greatest 
ever paid for a horse in this country. 

On the 13th ex-President Cleveland 
assisted in laying the corner-stone of the 
Thomas Jefferson Club’s new building 
in Boerum Place, Brooklyn. The club- 
house is to be the local headquarters of 
the Democracy. 

Tur British agent at Zanzibar has re- 

ceived a letter from Henry M. Stanley 
wherein the explorer. states that he 
hopes to reach Zanzibar about the mid- 
dle of January. 
On the 1ith President Uarrison signed 
and issued the prociamation declaring 
the Territory of Washington to be a 
State of the Union. 

ON the 18th the North Dakota Legis- 
lature will assemble at Bismarck. The 
Senatorial contest is growing exceed- 
ingly warm. 

Vick-ADMIRAL KRANTZ has withdrawn 
from the French Ministry of Marine, and 
M. Barbey, Senator for the Department 
of the Tarn, has been appointed to suc- 
ceed him. 

CAPTAIN NATHANIEL GREENLEAF, 
master and owner of the halibut-fishing 
schooner Lizzie J. Greenleaf, of Glou- 
cester, Mass., has made complaint to the 
State Department, in which he says that 
on April 25 last an officer of the British 
cutter stationed at Fortune Bay, N. F., 
compeled him to give bonds to take out 
a new modus vivendi license before buy- 
ing bait, although his old license had 
two months torun. 

GovERNOR TooLe of Montana has 
called a session of the Legislature, to 
conrene on the 23d. 

DvurinG his recent visit to Constanti- 
norle Count Herbert Bismarck informed 
Grand Vizier Kiamil Pasha that the 
Powers would under no circumstances 
allow Bulgaria to be disturbed. 


CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. . 

On the 7th,near Delhi, N. Y., a young 
son of Amasa Smith, while attempting 
to kill a cat, shot and instantly killed 
Louis P. Ogilvie, aged six years. 

Frank Soutu, of Fargo, N. D., has 
gone to Canada with $15,000 in cash, 
leaving debts amounting to from $17,000 
to $20,000, secured by property worth 
less than $3,000. 

THIRTEEN loaded coal barges sank in 
the Ohio river, near Parkersburg, W. 
Va., on the 8th, involving a loss of $30,- 
000. 

A coLuListon between a freight and 
gravel train occurred near Altoona, Pa., 
on the 8th. Nine men were killed and 
about fifteen injured, a number of them 
fatally. 

E. W. BARRETT, who is the Washing- 
ton cerrespondent of the Atlanta Con- 
stitution, was sent to Alabama to seek 
an interview with the outlaw Rube Bur- 
rows. He started with a buggy, on the 
4th, to drive from Sullivan to a house 
where Burrows was supposed to be stop- 
ping, and has not been heard from since. 
It is feared that he has been killed. 

On the 8th the steamship Queensmore, 
from Baltimore for Liverpool, caught 
fire off the Irish coast, and burning low, 
sank off Mizen Head. 

On the 9th Levin P. Hall and his sis- 
ter, society people of Somerset County, 
Md., who were convicted on October 9 
of incendiarism, were both sentenced to 
ten years in the penitentiary.. Miss 
Hall was sentenced while she was lying 
in her bed sick, the judge going to the 
jail for the purpose. 

On the 9th Matthew Sullivan, a line- 
man employed by a Brooklyn telephone 
company, while walking on the tracks 
of the Union Elevated railroad, was 
struck by a train and precipitated to the 
st-ect. His skull was crushed by the 
fall, resulting in instant death. 








On the 10th the schooner Mary Jana 
Lee, from Rockland for New York, lime- 
laden, arrived at Booth Bay, Me., with 
her cargo on fire. 

THE report of the massacre of Dr. Pe- 
ters and his party by natives near Kor- 
kora, East Africa, is confirmod by 
dispatches received at the British For- 
eign Office from Zanzibar. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

On the 9th five of the crew of the 
Steamer Augusta Victoria were locked 
up in the Hoboken (N. J.) jail for mu- 
tiny. They refused todo duty on deck 
in a rain-storm after passing Sandy Hook 
unless they were paid double. 

Tur Yale-Cornell foot-ball game of 
the 9th resulted in favor of Yale, 70 to0. 
Harris, of Cornell, was badly injured, 
and one Yale man was carried off the 
field also seriously hurt. 

News from Shoa concerning the burn- 
ing of Gondar, the capital of Abyssinia, 
Says that during the absence of Nazas, 
King Menelek’s General, the dervishes 
set fire to and burned the city and 
massacred the garrison. Upon the re- 
turn of General Nazas, an engagement 
took place between his forces and the 
dervishes, which resulted in the defeat 
of the latter. 

ON the 9th the master lightermen of 
London held a meeting and agreed to 
concede the demands of their employes. 

ON the 11th two hundred weavers at 
the Berkshire Manufacturing Compa- 
ny’s mills at Frankford, Pa., struck be- 
cause of a notice of a reduction in 
wages. 

Tut Catholic Congress began its ses- 
sions in Baltimore on the 11th. The 
delegates to the number of about 1,200 
assisted at a solemn pontifical mass in 
the morning celebrated by Archbishop 
Corrigan of New York. 

Tuk Broadway Railroad Company of 
New York, which now pays the city an 
annual rental of about $70,000, has of- 
fered to guarantee that the payments on 
this account shall not be less than $150,- 
000 per annum if the city will allow it 
to use the cabie system instead of horses 
as motive power. 

News from South Africa reports the 
prevalence of famine as the result of 
drought throughout the Transvaal. Tho 
situation at Johannesberg is critical, 
and breadstuffs are selling at famine 
prices. 

Tuk Germans in Samoa have with- 
drawn their support from Tamasese. 
The report that fighting had tcken placo 
at Sawaii between the followers of 
Mataafa and Tamasese is denied. 

On the 10th a public meeting to dis- 
cuss the subject of colonial federation 
was held at Sydney, N. 8S. W. Sir Henry 
Parkes and others made addresses. Res- 
olutions were adopted in favor of feder- 
ation at the earliest possible period. 

TEN THOUSAND persons were exam- 
ined for the naval service during the 
past year, and of this number 3,914, or 
more than one-third, were rejected for 
physical disqualifications. The number 
rejected for color-blindness was 1,300, a 
ratio of 133 in a thousand.

TERRIFIC EXPLOSION. 


Three Men Killed and Others Injured by 
an Explosion of Flash Powder in Wylie 
& Wallace's Chemical Works, Philadel- 
phia—The Senior Member of the Firm 
Among the Dead. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 12.—Three men 
were killed by a terrific explosion in 
Wylie & Wallace’s Chemical Works, No. 
134 North Seventh street, yesterday aft- 
ernoon. At fifteen minutes to four 
-~ ge the noise of an explosion startled 

passers-by, and then every pane of 
glass in the lower stories of the building 
blew out in splinters. A gush of flame 
followed, and almost on the instant the 
factory seemed to be enveloped in 
flames. 

When the explosion occurred the 
three men were knocked down as though 
with one shot. Fourteen girls who were 
employed in the upper floors were res- 
cued. One of them was cut badly by 
flying glass, and Joseph Brown, a clerk 
in the office, was cut about the head 
and face. As the bodies were found the 
firemen loaded them on stretchers and 
had them sent to the morgue in patrol 
wagons. One of the dead men was the 
senior member of the firm, and his com- 
panions in death were employes. 

The names of the dead are: 

Joseph Wylie, one of the members of 
the firm. 

Rudolph Lipmann, an employe. 

Chas. Rhinedollar, an employe. 

The substance that exploded was flash 
powder, which had been standing ina 
large bottle on a shelf for a long time. 
Mr. Wylie concluded to get rid of the 
dangerous stuff, and was pouring it out 
into a sink when the explosion occurred. 
Chas. Rhinedollar and Rudolph Lip- 
mann were helping him by playing a 
hose on the powder. 

Just what caused the explosion is not 
known, but it is supposed that the pow- 
der being old stuck fast, and that Mr. 
Wylie knocked the bottle against the 
sink to start it. The three men were 
torn to pieces. 

Wm. Kidd, the engineer, and Thomas 
Haslam, the book-keeper, were slightly 
injured. 

Mr. Wylie was thirty-eight years old, 
and leaves a large family. Rhinedollar 
was a chemist. He was twenty-nine 
years old and unmarried. Lippman was 
nineteen years old. 

About a year ago a boy was killed 
while handling powder in the works, 
and the boy’s father is suing the firm 
for. damages. Mr. Wylic, on returning 
froii court yesterday, said he would get 
rid of the last of that powder, and it was 
while doing so that the disaster occurred. 
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STEAMER BURNED. 








A Steamer Loaded with Lime Takes Fire 
and is Burned to the Water’s Edge—Nar- 
row Escape of the Passengers—Several 
Bags of Mail Burned. 

PORTLAND, Ore., Nov. 12.—Sunday the 
passenger steamer J. H. Libby, from 
Whitcomb, Puget Sound, was totally 
destroyed by fire in the straits between 
Dangeness and Smith’s Island. Fifteen 
passengers were on board at the time. 
The Libby was laden with five hundred 


nited. While crossing the straits a 
strong wind came up, and several heavy 
seas were shipped. An accident to the 
rudder left the ship helpless. 

The passengers were compeled to 
take to two rafts, the rapid progress of 
the flames rendering the life boats use- 
less. One of the rafts nearly foundered 
before those clinging to it were rescued. 
The hull of the Libby was taken to Port 
Townsend and sunk. The steamer with 
cargo was valued at $20,000. The Libby 
was owned by Herbert F. Beecher, late 
Government agent at Port Townsend. 
Several bags of United States mail were 
burned on the steamer.

THE QUARTET COMPLETE. 


President Harrison's Proclamation Issued 
Declaring Washington Duly Admitted 
Into the Sisterhood of States—The Forty- 
Two Star Flag Can Now Wave. 
Wasuinaron, Nov. 12. — President 

Harrison late yesterday afternoon 

signed and issued the proclamation de- 

claring the Territory of Washington to 
be a State of the Union. The Presi- 
dent's proclamation, after reciting the 
terms of the act of Congress providing 
for the admission of the new State, says: 

Now, therefore, I, Benjamin Harrison, 
President of the United States of America, do, 
in accordance with the provisions of the act 
of Congress aforesaid, declare and proclaim 
the fact that the conditions imposed by Con- 
gress on the State of Washington to entitle 
that State to admission to the Union, have 
been ratified and accepted, and that the ad- 
mission of the said State into the Union is 
now complete, 

The President affixed his signature to 
the proclamation at 5:27 p. m., and Sec- 
retary Blaine soon afterwards notified 
the Territorial and State Governor of 
Washington by telegraph of this action.

Tho Finding of Dr. Cronin’s Clothes, Sure 
gical Case, and Other Articles in a Sower 
Catch-Basin Lends Fresh Interests to 
the Celebrated Murder Trial. i 


Cuicaao, Nov. 9.—The sensation in 





‘connection with the all-absorbing  Cro- 


nin case still centers in the finding: of 
the surgical case and clothes of the mur- 
dered physician, and the forging of an- 
other link in the chain of circumstantial 
evidence that clanks ominously around 





the conspirators. For some time com- 
plaints have been made to the sewer de- 
partment of the Lake View station that 
the sewer at the intersection of Evan- 
ston avenue and Buena avenue was flush 
and running over. Twoor three sewer 
cleaners were detailed to investigate 
the cause of this trouble. Michael wii 
bert was foreman cf’ the cleaning gang. 
Mike Reesun was one of his assistants, 
ana=\7. W. McMillan had charge of a 
flushing wagon that was taken along to 
expedite their operations. The three 
men raised the cover of the man-hole and 
Reeson was lowered into the hole. He had 
scarcely reached the bottom when he 
shouted back that he had found a box. A 
moment later an oblong box twelve 
inches long and nearly as broad was 
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hauled out of the filth. Although great- 
ly befouled the box showed evidences of 
having been varnished and polished, 
and a brass handle in its center showed 
that it had been carried like a sachel. 
Gilbert and McMillan opened the box. 
One glance at the contents convinced 
the men that they had at last found the 
clothing and instruments which Dr. 
Cronin had carried with him to his 
death. There was an assortment of ex- 
tension splints with which Dr. Cronin 
had provided himself in anticipation of 
having to set a fractured leg when he 
reached O'Sullivan’s ice-house. Then 
came a sachel and a bundle of clothing. 
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The men delved deeper into the filthy 
mass and found another satchel, the 
iron framework of which only remained, 
and which contained a bundle of cloth- 
ing. A case of surgical instruments, 
the steel of which was heavily coated 
with rust, was drawn from the clothing. 
One of the men summoned the officers 
of the Sheffield Avenue station and 
twenty minutes later a patrol wagon, 
manned by six officers, dashed over the 
Evanston road. The bundle of cloth- 
ing, the instrument box and the sachels 
were loaded on the stretcher and carried 
to the station-house and thence to 
Superintendent Hubbard’s office. Here 
a more careful examination was 
made of the parcels. The leather 
sachel, after having been submitted 
to a bath under a_ hydrant, 
was opened, and the first thing the 
superintendent drew from it was a book 
that had swollen to more than 
twice its original size. Through the 
dirt on the fly leaf the name “Dr. P. H. 
Cronin” was discernable. In another 
portion of the book was a package of 
cards—Cronin’s business cards—which 
were in a fair state of preservation. 
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Satisfied that he had at last recovered 
the doctor’s clothing, Superintendent 
Hubbard ordered that the dirty mass be 
removed to the East Chicago station and 
scrubbed, preparatory to delivering it to 
the State’s attorney. But Judge Longe- 
necker and his associates decided that 
it were better to present the stuff 
before the jury in the condition 
in which it was found. The 
clothing and instruments were 
therefore carted to the State’s 
attorney’s office and spread out for in- 
spection. Mrs. Conklin, who saw the 
doctor disappear with one of the assas- 
sins, identified each article as it was 
placed before her as having been car- 
ried by the murdered man when he set 
out for the O’Sullivan ice-house. Alj 
the clothing showed that it had been cut 
from the body after death. The light 
spring overcoat was slashed from the 
collar to hem and the sleeeves were torn 
from the waist to the shoulders. The 
cutaway coat of diagonal cloth was cut 
into pieces. The vest was cut in twain 
as were also the drawers; undershirt end 
collar. A keen-edged knife had done the 


work.

TWO CLAIMANTS, 


Serious Trogble Liable to Result from an 
Undecided Election, 


Bourret, Mont. Nov. 15.-—There was 
considerable excitement in the district 
court Tuesday afternoon. McHatton, 
Democrat, and Hamilton, Republican, 
rivals for the office of judge, were on 
hand determined to take a seat on the 
bench. The Republican and Demo- 
cratic sheriffs, in anticipation of 
trouble, were on hand with a 
number of deputies. The city bei 
acting on orders from the mayor, swore 
in twenty special policemen. and those, 
armed with Winchesters, were stationed 
around the room. 

Ju ‘ge DeWolfe was on the bench, 
and after hear.ng the argument of the 
counsel for both claimants declined to 
decide the question, and adjourned 
court. McHatton immediately stepped 
up and took the seat. He directed the 
Democratic sheriff-elect to convene the 
court. His orders were obeyed, and 
Hamilton, the Republican claimant 
with his followers, at once left the 
court. 

Haniilton will appeal to the supreme 
court for a writ of mandamus, com- 
pelling McHatton to show by what 
authority he assumed the office of 
judge. There are a number of prison- 
ers 1n jail and MoHatton will undoubt- 
edly order them brought before him.

———— 
Why Reading Men Should Not Be Excluded 
From the Jury Box. 

The Supreme Court of Pennsylvania 
recently had occasion to consider the 
question of excluding reading, think- 
ing‘ men from jury service because 
they had formed passing opinions, 
based on accounts read in newspapers. 
The judges said: 

We must either recede and go back to the 
practice of an age when ignorance of passing 
events constituted a characteristic of the times 
and exclude every’ juror who has formef an 
opirion, even the slightest, or we must stand 
abreast with the present age, when every re- 
markable event of to-day is known all over the 
country to-morrow, and exclude only those 
whose opinioas are so fixed as to be prejudg- 
ments or‘have been. formed upon the kaown 
evidence in the case. It is needless to say the 
world moves and carries us with it, and if we 
lag behind we must commit the trial of the 
most important causes in life to those so igno- 
rant that their dark minds have never been 
smitten with the rays of intelligence. 


This states the question pointedly 
and fully. If the ‘ideal juror” is a 
man without impressions, opinions or 
information concerning matters of 
general public interest and notoriety 
he can be found only after a search 
through the most ignorant and illiter- 
ate classes in the community. A crime 
like murder at once arrests the atten- 
tion of every intelligent man in the 
section. of the country where it 
is perpetrated, and even men 
who are not regular newspaper 
subscribers and who read with diffi- 
culty and have to spell out. big words 
buy papers on suck gecasions and give 
them a close perusal. Ignorance iz 
such tases is confined to the most 
stupid illiterates. If men are to be 


-considered impartial in the degree 


that they are shown to be grossly ig- 
norant the jury box must be filled, as 


_ the Pennsylvania Supreme Court says, 


with creatures whose ‘‘dark minds 
have never been smitten by the rays 
of intelligence.” This result can not 
be avoided unless a way is found to 
put in the jury box reading men who 
‘admit that they know something 
about a case and have formed an im- 
pression of more or less strength. 

_ Intelligent people who read newspa- 
‘pers look daily for the latest and best 
authenticated accounts of current 
events, and are in the habit of modi- 
fying or correcting their opinions from 
time to time in the light of further or 
better information. Such people may 
have an unfavorable opinion of the de- 
fendants in’a case, but if the evidence 
adduced in court should tend to prove 
innocence or to raise a strong doubt 
as to guilt they would approve a ver- 
dict of acquittal and admit that 
their first impression was wrorg. 
This, too, although they were no; 
acting under oath and had no responsi- 
bility in the matter. With still greater 
care anda higher sense of responsi- 
bility would an intelligent, conscien- 
tious man act after he had taken the 
oath of a juryman to render a true 
verdict based exclusively on the law 


, and the evidence adduced in court. 


Under such circumstances he would 
pay no further attention to any opin- 
ion he had formed before being sworn 
ag a juror, and if the evidence war- 
ranted it he would not hesitate in 
returning a verdict in direct conflict 
with his Sriginal impression or opin- 
ion. He would say that. the opinion 
he had formed largely on the basis of 
hearsay and rumor was not warranted 
by the sworn legal testimony. The 
more intelligent the man the greater 
the probability that he would act with 
strict impartiality. Hé would be on 
the alert to guard against any possible 
prejudice in his own mind, and the 
fact that he had once formed a passing 
opinion against the defendants, if it 
affecied him at all, would be likely to 
maké chim lean the other way when 
called upon to render a verdict. Such 
a man, rather than an ignoramus who 
has no ijmformation or opinion ‘regard- 
ing a matter of general public inter- 
est, ought to be considered an ‘ideal 
juror.”—Chicago Tribune. eat

At the last meeting of the German 
neurologists, held in Baden-Baden, 
Prof. Goltz, of,Strasburg, reported a 
most remarkable experience. He cut 
out, in. two operations, almost the en- 
tire cerebrum of a dog, leaving only 
the cerebellum and:a small portion of 
theibase of thé cerebrum. The animal 
lived for fifty-onecdays after the last 
operation, a8dthen died of pneumgnia. 
The ‘femarkablexpart of the experi- 
mentvas the influened’it had on the 
dog, “wid, a few hours after the opera- 
tion, raised Himself on his hind legs, 
put his paws..over-the side of his box, 
and looked inquiringly round. He 
could walk, eat and drink, and would 
chew any food that was put in his 
mouth. Waking and, sleeping alter- 
nated naturally. He was restless be- 
fore feeding, but afterward would be- 
come quiet. and sleep. A slight touch 
would awaken him from sleep. Dur- 
ing urination and defecation. the ani- 
mal assumed the normal position. 
Hearing, taste and smell were, of 
course, absent.—Science.

SOME FAMOUS TRAMPS, 
English Men of Letters Who Were Enthu. 
siastic “Walkers. 

The finest thoughts of many great 
thinkers aro wndoubtedly the more or 
less direct result of their communion 
with the out-door. world, its strength- 
ening winds and healing sunshine. Cer- 
tain men of incalculable influence over 
ideas and morals have been constant 
lovers of country walks, and it would 
be difficult to overestimate the effect of 
such solitary rambles on their habits 
of thought. 

It is calculated that Wordsworth, in 
his many years of sauntering, must 
have traveled a distance of \ 180,000 
miles. What sights he saw during such 
prolonged and delightful wanderings 
only those who have the poet's mind and 
eye can even guess. 

Charles. Dickens. was' a confirmed 
tramp, and no doubt acquired his ex- 
perience of “life on the road” from act- 
ual acquaintance with all sorts of vaga- 
bonds and odd characters, such as fro- 
quent towns and country lanes and 
highways. 

One of the most remarkable of un- 
professional walkers was Prof. Wilson, 
the ‘Christopher North” of literature. 
His fine physique and great endurance 
prompted him tothe performance of 
wonderful feats, which seemed to him 
entirely a matter of course. He once 
walked forty miles in eight hours, and 
at another time walked from Liverpool 
to Elleray in twenty-four hours, a dis- 
tance of eighty miles. It is good to 
think of the long, unwearied strides 
with which he swung along, his blood 
bounding with healthy pulses, and send- 
ing invigorating waves to the active 
brain. 

Henry Fawcett, also, was a tireless 
wala .and one who, when deprived of 
sight, did TO#for a moment think of 
relinquishing this a.agng many forms 
of exercise. He was a fnqmiliar figure 
on the roads about Cambridge, and 
there 1s no exaggeration in caying that 
few men blessed with all their senses 
could enjoy nature more thoroughly 
than he. 

Southey, worn and preyed upon by 
mental application and the practical 
anxieties of everyday life, found his 
greatest relief in tramping about the 
country, listening for what nature had 
to tell him, and learning contentment. 
from her stability. John Stuart Mill 
delighted in pedestrian tours, and 
Charles Lamb, though he loved town 
better than the country, was one who 
believed in sweeping cobwebs from the 
brain by brisk and continuous walking. 

All these men walked not merely for 
profit, but for pleasure, and the profit- 
ableness of the exercise was the great- 
er because of their pleasure in it. Their 
example may be commended to all. It 
is safe to say that whoever once forms 
the habit of regular tramping will nev- 
er forego it except under some neces- 
sity. —Youth’s Companion.

Strange Doings of Washington's Scientific 
Frankenstein. 

There is another ‘queer genius con- 
nected with the National Museum in 
the person of Prof. Henley, who is fa- 
miliarly known as ‘the Wizard of the 
National Museum.” His particular 
forte is in making perfect imitations of 
any object from a diamond to a human 
being, the appearance, weight and size 
ineach instance ‘being perfect. His 
imitation of grapes, bananas, peaches 
and other fruits are marvelous. They 
not only appear natural to the eye, but 
also to the touch, having the same pli- 
ability, color, etc., as the original. The 
professor's latest and grandest achieve- 
ment, however, isthe manufacture of 
human ears and noses to take the place 
of natural members whfch -have been 
lost in fights or by accident. ‘The ad- 
vertisement of a Chicago man who had 
lost his right ear while fighting with 
his brother induced Henley to make 
experiments forthe production of arti- 
ficial flesh. The unfortunate Chicago- 
ian offered $550 to any sya who would 
satisfactorily supply him with sn- 
other ear. -Henley undertook the 
4a3 and succeeded. In his laboratory, 
in the Fish Commission building cor- 
ner of Sixth street and, Maine avenue, 
several specimens of his skill in this 
direction can be seen. ‘They are hang- 
ing on the wall—three ears and two 
noses—and the sight of them recalled 
my visit to the dissect-room. ‘The 
noses and ears are perfectly pliable, 
colored the natural hue of human 
flesh, and car not be effected by either 
heat or cold. 

‘“‘They will stand the temperature 
fifty below zero,"’ said Professor Hen- 
ley, ‘‘without danger of being frost- 
bitten.” 

‘he most striking peculiarity about 
them is that after being affixed to the 
patient- both ears and noses will assume 
and maiptain with regularity the tem- 
perature of the patient's body. 

Out of the same composition Henley 
has made a large slice of beefsteak, the 
appearance and touch of which would 
deceive the most expert cook. —Wash- 
ington Cor.

There is no affair of 
practical life, no matter however un- 
important, which is not marvelously 
influenced by earnestness or sloth. 

‘“‘Why don’t you mend. your harness 
some rainy day, instead of tying it up 
with strings?” asked some one of a boy 
who had taken a summer’s contract to 
drive a milk wagon, 

“Oh, he don’t care,” said the lad, 
pointing to his employer, who sat on 
the fence dangling his feet and smok- 
ing; ‘the’d as lieves ‘twould be all 
string, if *twould hold together.” 

But the time came when it did not 
hold together, and then boy and man 
parted, while a river of spilled milk 
rolled between, and neither could 
realize that it was only their common 
‘‘shiflessness” which had been the 
aause of their separation.

Very few men deserve to wear the 
name after him, but those who 
have any intention of succeeding to 
one reflecting a faint degree of its 
luster will need to throw an exceeding 
earnestness into every act of their 
Xailv lives.
